The  reeolution  relates  to  persons 
who  hold  stock  in  the  namea  of  the  Aooountants-General  in  Cbancerj 
and  Bankruptcy;  but  the  persons  principally  contemplated  by  it  are 
in  a  different  predicament.  Their  case  had  not  been  brought  before 
me  at  the  time  when  I  made  the  original  proposal  to  the  bouse.  I 
bad  no  idea  either  that  the  proportion  of  stock  of  the  South  Sea  Com¬ 
pany  held  in  trust  was  so  considerable,  or  that  there  were  no  means 
ny  which  the  ?oioe  of  the  persons  bolding  that  stock  could  be  made 
arailable  in  determining  the  course  that  was  to  be  taken  by  the  com¬ 
pany.  But  the  case  as  it  is  now  before  us  is  perfectly  clear.  Those 
parties  are  absolutely  disqualified  by  law— not  by  our  statute,  but  by 
a  law  wholly  independent  of  our  statute— from  roting  on  the  question 
whether  the  company  should  commute  its  stock,  or  whether  it  should 
not.  That  being  so,  I  say  that  you  are  bound,  in  common  justice,  to 
make  some  offer  to  those  parties.  It  is  a  eery  hard  case  upon  the 
holders  of  trust  stock,  when  indiriduals  hare  had  the  option  of  com¬ 
muting,  with  regard  to  whom  the  fact  of  being  paid  off  would  gene¬ 
rally  ^  no  great  hardship,  that  trustees  to  whom  it  almost  always 
is  a  great  hardship,  and  with  whom  it  is  generally  worth  while  to  take 
any  commutation  that  Parliament  offers,  should  be  entirely  shut 
out  from  the  possibility  of  arailing  themseWes  of  such  commutation. 
Therefore,  not  baring  interfered  with  South  Sea  Stock  as  a  whole,  and 
haring  giren  to  persons  the  opportunity  to  commute,  I  say,  do  not 
allow  these  other  parties  who  are  trustees  to  suffer  so  serious  an  in¬ 
justice  as  that  they  shall  be  compelled,  without  any  option  being 
giren  to  them  whaterer,  and  when  you  hare  taken  a  different  course 
with  regard  to  other  partners  in  the  company,  to  receire  certain 
moneys  on  the  Gth  of  January  next,  with  the  obligation  which  they 
are  pretty  certain  to  be  under  of  being  compelled  to  reinrest  them 
forthwith  in  the  public  securities.  I  think,  then,  that  justice  to  those 
parties  demands  the  adoption  of  a  proposition  of  this  kind.  (Hear, 
hear.)  I  must  also  point  out  to  the  committee  that  the  conrenienoe 
of  trade  requires  this  measure;  because,  as  I  stated  yesterday,  nothing 
can  be  more  adrerseto  the  conreuience  of  trade  than  the  sudden  issue 
of  money.  And  this  particularly  applies  in  the  present  case,  for  the 
sudden  issue,  amounting  to  2,000.6001.,  and  coming,  as  it  must,  at  a 
time  which  coincides  with  the  payment  of  the  diridends,  will  neces¬ 
sarily  hare  the  effect  of  producing  an  artificial  abundance  of  money. 

This  statement  would  certainly  seem  to  imply  that  per¬ 
sons  who  have  closed  with  the  first  terms  are  not  so 
favourably  placed  as  those  whose  better  fortune  it  has  been 
to  wait  perforce  for  the  second.  It  is  admitted  that  what 
was  good  enough  to  be  offered  four  months  ago,  is  not  good 
enough  to  bo  offered  now ;  or  that  what  was  partially 
accepted  then,  would  not  be  looked  at  in  the  present  state  of 
things.  The  precluded  parties  have  really  been  very  fortu¬ 
nate,  and  should  be  thankful  for  their  past  inabilities. 
How  many  of  those  who  availed  themselves  of  the  option 
would  now  be  glad  to  change  places  with  those  to  whom  the 
law  denied  the  choice  ?  Second  terms,  like  second  thoughts, 
are  best ;  like  the  half  of  a  quart  bottle  after  a  coffee-house 
pint  has  been  decanted  from  it,  according  to  the  story  in 
Joe  Miller. 

But  what  could  Mr  Gladstone  do?  He  is  obliged  to 
provide  for  the  precluded ;  and  he  could  not  repeat  to  them 
the  offer  which,  however  tempting  it  may  have  been  some 
months  ago,  has  ceased  to  bo  tempting  now.  “  Would  you 
not  like  to  take  a  little  less,  with  a  long  guarantee  ?  ” 
The  market  for  the  “  little  less  ”  has  gone  by. 

The  terms  of  the  conversion  Mr  Gladstone  proposes  to 
reserve  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasury  ;  and  it  is  straining  at 
a  gnat  while  swallowing  a  camel  to  make  objection  to  this 
discretionary  power  respecting  a  sum  of  2,000,000i.,  while 
the  issue  of  millions  of  Exchequer  bills,  with  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  interest,  is  entrusted  to  the  same  department. 

THE  SALT-MONOPOLY  IN  INDIA. 

India  is  supplied  with  salt  thus.  On  the  Malabar  and 
Coromandel  coasts,  by  virtue  of  strong  lime,  a  powerful  sun, 
and  suitable  soil,  as  good  and  cheap  a  bay  salt  is  manu¬ 
factured  as  on  the  Mediterranean  shores  of  France  and 
S[min  or  the  Atlantic  ones  of  Spain  and  Portugal.  About 
thirty  millions  of  people  ore  supplied  with  this  salt,  which 
is  taxed  so  as  to  produce  a  net  revenue  of  about  600,000/. 
a  year,  levied  under  a  monopoly  at  Madras  and  by  an  excise 
at  Bombay.  The  northern  or  upper  portion  of  the  valley  of 
the  Ganges  is  furnished  with  salt  from  certain  salt  lakes  in 
the  country  of  the  tributary  Rajpoots,  and  with  the  produce 
of  mines  in  the  mountain  range  which  divides  India  from 
the  country  of  the  Afghans.  The  population  thus  supplied 
exceeds  thirty-five  millions,  and  the  revenue  derived  from  a 
frontier  custom  duty  amounts  to  about  600,000/.  a  year. 
The  lower  valley  of  the  Ganges,  or  Bengal,  has  neither  lime 
springs,  salt  mines,  or  salt  lakes.  The  population,  amount¬ 
ing  to  forty  millions,  is  supplied  by  the  importation  of  salt ; 
or  by  a  native  manufacture  which  consists  in  boiling  sea¬ 
water,  a  brine  diluted  by  the  entire  drainage  of  the  valley 
of  the  Ganges.  The  manufacturers  are  the  peasants ;  who 
carry  on  the  wde  process  in  little  earthem  pots,  after  the 
Mme  fashion  in  which  it  was  conducted  by  their  forefathers 
in  the  time  of  the  great  Hindoo  legislator  Menu,  some  forty 
centuries  ago.  The  population  so  supplied  is  estimated  at 
forty  millions ;  and  the  revenue  which  the  monopoly  yields, 
exclusive  of  customs  on  exported  salt,  at  about  1,000,0001. 

This  salt  last  deecrib^  was  the  subject  of  the  sharp 
debate  which  took  place  in  the  Commons  on  the  28th  of 
July,  and  which  closed  in  the  defeat  of  the  Government,  in 
what  must  now  be  called  a  very  full  house,  by  a  majority  of 
ten.  The  Company  is  the  exclusive  manufacturer  of  its 
own  salt ;  and  the  price  which  they  assert  it  costs  them  is 
about  448.  a  ton,  which  is  from  six  to  eight  times  the  price 
of  a  far  better  article  in  Cheshire.  On  this  they  clap  a  tax 
of  about  1368.,  which  is  from  1,800  to  2,260  per  cent,  on

Small  and  unsatisfactory  as  our  knowledge  may  be  of  the 
nature  and  origin  of  that  great  insurrection  which  w  already 
triumphant  over  the  better  half  of  the  Chinese  empire,  it  is 
impossible  not  to  discern  among  its  moro  active  causes 
newly-imported  ideas  from  Europe  and  the  West.  ^  What¬ 
ever  local  discontent  existed  hitherto  in  the  provinces  of 
China  remote  from  the  seat  of  government,  and  however 
this  may  at  times  have  arisen  to  rebellion  against  the  Tartar 
monarchs,  the  power  of  the  latter  was  evidently  held  too 
formidable  to  be  seriously  invaded,  until  the  brief  caropaira 
of  the  British  had  taught  even  the  Chineso  how^  despicable 
and  easily  overcome  were  the  regular  armies  of  the 
Celestial  Empire.  The  present  insurrection  had  long 
smouldered  in  the  mountain  provinces  which  gave  it  birth. 
It  was  only  after  the  attacK  on  Canton,  and  the  other 
successful  operations  of  that  war,  that  the  insurgents  of 
Kouang-Si  took  courage  to  advance  into  the  plain,  defy  the 
Imperialists,  and  take  by  force  of  arms  possession  of  im¬ 
portant  towns.  ^  .

Nevertheless  a  more  marked  peculiarity  of  this  Chinese 
revolution  is  the  fact  of  its  being  in  course  of  accomplish¬ 
ment  as  much  by  opinion  as  by  arms.

Naomi  Worksworth,  born  among  (Quakers  who  desired 
to  veil  tbe  world  out  from  her  observation,  after  her  father’s 
death  (when  she  was  quite  young)  became  active  in  the 
education  of  herself. 

Mra  Worksworth  marvelled  over  the  indefatigable  studies  of  berniect 
and  was  still  more  at  a  lost  to  discover  the  nature  and  ground  of  her 
reserve.

There  was  still  a  volume  to  study,  and  that  was  the  world;  a  volume 
not  rare  nor  closed,  but  still  very  difficult  to  get  juvenile  opportnnitiei  of 
studying.  It  is  so  immciiso,  and  contains  so  much  to  fathom  and  to  lee, 
that  a  life  may  be  spent  between  two  gigantic  pages,  without  a  glimpw 
beiug  had  of  the  very  next  page,  much  less  of  the  contents  of  the  might) 
volume. 

The  first  appearance  of  Charles  Delmer  in  tbe  story  is 
conceived  and  narrated  with  peculiar  felicity.

Naomi  had  never  met  any  one  thus  socially  renowned,  and  intellectoally 
looked  up  to;  and  worked  hencif  accordingly  into  a  complete  terror  of 
Cbariea  Delmer,  who  fell  neveriheleu  as  quietly  into  his  chair  s(  the 
dinner-table  (for  he  came  late)  aa  if  his  purpose  were  to  belie  the  douriih 
of  trumpets  that  heralded  him  ;  nor  did  he  venture  a  remark,  much  lew  1 
jeat,  until  every  one  had  forgotten  the  novelty  of  his  presence. 

Having  thus  dived,  as  it  were,  beneath  the  general  surface  of  theioeietj, 
here-appeared  in  quiet  remark  and  aoft-toned  convene;  diffusing  t  gsver 
and  happier  spirit  throughout  it,  without  its  beinjj  necessary  to  trace  the 
causes  to  him.  Charles  Delmer’s  was  a  most  intellectual  counlensnct, 
not  regularly  handsome;  the  forehead  took  the  greater  part  of  the  eipsnio 
of  the  face  to  iuelf,  and  somewhat  overwhelmed  and  controlled  the  rest. 
It  waa  neither  the  Roman  nor  tho  Qrecian  chisel  that  hod  carved  his 
features  or  tho  outline  of  his  face.

tional  offering :  but  they  were  never  built  in  any  arparate,  mystical, 
and  religious  style;  they  were  built  in  tbe  manner  that  waa  commou 
ami  familiar  to  erery body  at  tbe  time.  The  flamboyant  traceriee 
that  adorn  the  facade  of  Rouen  Cathedral  had  once  their  fellowi  in 
every  window  of  every  house  in  the  market-place :  the  aculntures  that

At  high  water  no  land  is  visible  for  many  miles  to  the 
north  or  south  of  Venice,  except  in  the  form  of  small  islands  crowned

The  volumes  abound  thus  in  sound  or  nearly  sound 
thoughts,  tersely  and  dexterously  put ;  but  the  absence  of  a 
key  note, — of  some  one  prevailing  tone, — causes  the  reader 
to  perceive  a  certain  want  of  harmony  among  them.  The 
sketches  and  reflections  do  indeed  properly  represent  the 
opinions  of  a  many-sided  age,  and  so  far  reasonably  fulfil  tho 
avowed  purpose  of  the  hook  ;  nor  is  there  among  them  so 
much  inconsistency  as  would  make  it  hard  for  them  to  be¬ 
long  fairly  to  the  thoughts  of  a  single  “  many-sided  writer.” 
Perhaps  we  have  no  right  to  be  dissatisfied  on  that  account. 
For  certainly  this  essay  or  novel,  while  it  has  the  rare  merit 
of  discussing  politics  in  a  way  that  can  offend  no  party,  has  a 
right  to  be  received  by  the  whole  public  with  favour  as  a 
work  of  genius. 

The  Sto7ies  of  Venice.  Volume  tho  Second.  The  Sea- 
Stories.  lly  John  Ruskin.  With  Illustrations  drawn 
by  the  Author.  Smith,  Elder,  and  Co. 

Mr  Ruskin’s  plan  finds  room  in  his  mind  for  ample 
growth.  The  second  volume  of  the  Stonca  of  Venice  was  to 
have  completed  the  work,  but  it  leaves  matter  yet  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed,  and  an  additional  volume  will  be  required  for  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  whole — indeed  this  is  already  in  the  press. 
That  being  the  case,  it  will  suffice  now,  resen  ing  the  com-  j 
pletion  of  our  former  criticism,  to  report  progress  and  assure  j 
the  readers  of  this  hook  (if  when  Mr  Ruskin  is  in  question 
there  be  any  need  of  such  assurance)  that  it  shows  no  symp¬ 
tom  of  having  outgrown  its  strength.  More  bulk  does  not 
here  imply  less  vigour. 

The  volume  before  us  treats  completely  of  Venetian  j 
irehitecture  of  the  Byzantine  period,  and  of  the  early  Gothic 
buildings.  The  Renaissance  remains  to  be  discussed.  In 
connection  with  the  first  subject,  after  a  brief  and  most 
suggestive  sketch  of  the  general  aspect  of  Venice,  Mr 
Ruskin,  in  his  grave  and  graphic  way  finding  “  sermons  in 
Stones,”  brings  vividly  before  us  the  Church  of  Santa 
Fosca  or  Cathedral  of  Torcello  ;  San  Donato,  the 
‘‘Mother-Church”  of  Murano,  raised  in  honour  of  the 


their  palaces  its  pride;  and  yet.  in  the  great  natural  laws  that  rule 
that  sorrowful  wilderness,  let  it  be  remembered  what  strange  prepara¬ 
tion  had  been  made  for  the  things  which  no  human  imagination  rnuld 
have  foretold,  and  how  the  whole  existence  and  fortune  of  the  Vene¬ 
tian  nation  were  anticipated  or  compelled,  by  the  setting  of  those  bars 
and  doors  to  the  rivers  and  the  sea.  Had  deeper  currents  divided 
their  islands,  hostile  navies  would  again  and  again  have  reduced  the 
rising  city  into  servitude;  had  stronger  surges  beaten  their  shores,  all 
the  richness  and  refinement  of  the  Venetian  architecture  must  have 
been  exchanged  for  the  walls  and  bulwarks  of  an  ordinary  sea-port. 
Had  there  been  no  tide,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  Mediterranean,  the 
narrow  canals  of  the  city  would  have  become  noisome,  and  the  marsh  j 
in  which  it  was  built  pestiferous.  Had  the  tide  been  only  a  foot  or  j 
eighteen  inches  higher  in  its  rise,  the  water-access  to  the  doors  of  the  i 
palaces  would  have  been  impossible  :  even  as  it  is,  there  is  sometimes  j 
a  little  difficulty,  at  the  ebb,  In  landing  without  setting  foot  upon  the 
lower  and  slippery  steps  ;  and  the  highest  tides  sometimes  enter  the 
courtyards,  and  overflow  the  entrance  balls.  Eighteen  inches  more 
of  difference  between  the  level  of  tbe  flood  and  ebb  would  have  ren¬ 
dered  the  doorsteps  of  every  palace,  at  low  water,  a  treacherous  mats 
of  weeds  and  limpets,  and  the  entire  system  of  water-carriage  for  the 
higher  classes,  in  their  easy  and  daily  intercourse,  must  have  been 
done  away  with.  The  streets  of  the  city  would  have  been  widened. 


and  freemasons ;  while,  on  tho  other  hand,  conditions  of  vaulting, 
buttressing,  and  arch  and  tower  building,  were  necessitated  by  the 
mere  sixe  of  the  cathedral,  of  which  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  exam¬ 
ples  elsewhere.  But  there  was  nothing  more  in  these  features  than 
the  adaptation  of  mechanical  skill  to  vaster  requirements;  there  was 
nothing  intended  to  be,  or  felt  to  lie,  especially  ecclesiastical  in  any 
of  the  forms  so  developed  ;  and  the  inhabitants  of  every  village  and 
city,  when  they  furnished  funds  for  the  decoration  of  their  church, 
desired  merely  to  adorn  tho  house  of  (tod  ns  they  adorned  their  own, 
only  a  little  more  richly,  and  with  a  somewhat  graver  temper  in  the 
subjects  of  the  carving.  Kven  this  last  diffetence  is  not  always  clearly 
discernible  :  all  manner  of  ribaldry  occurs  in  the  details  of  the  ec¬ 
clesiastical  buildings  of  the  North,  and  at  the  time  when  the  best  of 
them  were  built,  every  man’s  house  was  a  kind  of  temple  ;  a  figure  of 
the  Madonna,  or  of  Christ,  almost  always  occupied  a  niche  over  the 
principal  door,  and  the  Old  Testament  histnriee  were  curiously  inter¬ 
polated  amidst  the  grotesques  of  the  brackets  and  the  gables. 

And  tbe  reader  will  now  perceive  that  tho  question  reapecting  fit¬ 
ness  of  church  decoration  rests  in  reality  on  totally  different  grounds 
from  those  commonly  made  foundations  of  argument.  Bo  long  as 
our  streets  are  walled  with  barren  brick,  and  our  eyes  rest  continually, 
in  our  daily  life,  on  objects  utterly  ugly,  or  of  inconsistent  and  mean¬ 
ingless  design,  it  may  be  a  doubtful  question  whether  the  faculties 
of  eye  and  mind  which  are  capable  of  perceiving  beauty,  having  been 
left  without  food  during  tbe  whole  of  our  active  life,  should  be  sud¬ 
denly  feasted  upon  entering  a  jdace  of  worship  ;  and  colour,  and 
music,  and  sculpture  should  delight  (he  senses,  nnd  stir  (he  curiosity 
of  men  unaccustomed  to  such  appeal,  at  the  moment  when  they  are 
required  to  compose  themselves  for  ads  of  devotion  ; — this,  I  say, 
may  be  a  doubtful  question :  but  it  ennnot  he  a  question  at  all,  (hat 


but  it  ennnot  he  a  question  at  all,  (hat 
if  once  familiarized  with  beautiful  form  and  colour,  and  accustomed 
to  see  in  whatever  human  hands  have  ex'-cuted  for  us,  even  for  tht 
lowest  services,  evidence  of  noble  thought  and  admirable  skill,  we 
shall  desire  to  see  this  evidence  also  in  whatever  is  built  or  labourad 
for  the  house  of  prayer  ;  that  the  absence  of  the  accustomed  loveli¬ 
ness  would  disturb  instead  of  assisting  devotion  ;  nnd  that  we  ihonM 
feel  it  as  vain  to  ask  whether,  with  our  own  house  full  of  goodly 
craftmanship,  we  should  worship  God  in  a  bouse  destitute  of  it,  as  to 
ask  whether  a  pilgrim  whose  day's  journey  bad  led  him  through  fair 
woods  and  by  sweet  waters,  must  at  evening  turn  aside  into  eome 
banen  place  to  pray. 

We  are  tempted  to  quote  more,  but  we  must  not.  All 
who  can  enjoy  the  rare  pleasure  of  having  old  subjects 
presented  to  them  in  a  fresh  way— of  finding  a  bold  mind  at 
work  getting  new  crops  out  of  a  ground  that  had  been  for 
a  century  (one  might  have  said)  worked  out,  and  left  a  barren 


every  shop  door,  as  well  as  for  that  of  the  cloister,  and  the  feudal 
baron  and  freebooter  feasted,  as  the  monk  sang,  under  vaulted  roofs  ; 
not  because  the  vaulting  was  thought  especially  appropriate  to  either 
the  revel  or  psalm,  but  because  it  was  then  the  form  in  which  a  strong 
roof  was  easiest  built.  We  have  destroyed  tho  goodly  architecture  of 
our  cities  ;  we  have  substituted  one  wholly  devoid  of  beauty  or  min¬ 
ing  ;  and  then  we  reason  respecting  the  strange  effect  upon  our  minds 
of  the  fragments  which,  fortunately,  we  have  left  in  our  churches,  as 
if  those  churches  had  always  been  designed  to  stand  out  in  strong  re¬ 
lief  from  all  the  buildings  around  them,  and  Gothic  architecture  bad 
always  been,  what  it  is  now,  a  religious  language,  like  Monkish  Latin. 
Most  readers’  know,  if  they  would  arouse  their  knowledge,  that  this 
was  not  BO ;  but  they  take  no  pains  to  reason  the  matter  out :  they 
abandon  themselves  drowsily  to  the  impression  that  Ctethic  is  a 
peculiarly  ecclesiastical  style ;  and  sometimes,  even,  that  richness  in 
church  ornament  is  a  condition  or  furtherance  of  tbe  Romish  religion. 
Undoubtedly  it  has  become  so  in  modem  times :  for  there  being  no 
beauty  in  our  recent  architecture,  and  much  in  tbe  remains  of  tbe 
past,  and  these  remains  being  almoet  exclusively  eccleeiastical,  tbe 
High  Church  and  Romanist  parties  have  not  been  slow  in  availing 
themselves  of  the  natural  instincts  which  were  deprived  of  all  food 
except  from  this  source ;  and  have  willingly  promulgated  the  theory, 
that  because  all  tbe  good  architecture  that  is  now  left  is  expressive 
of  High  Church  or  Romanist  doctrines,  all  good  architecture  ever  has

has  been  commuted  into  exile  not  only  from  Turcany,  but  Italy.  He 
meant  to  come  to  Piedmont,  but  it  seems  that  the  Grand  Duke  would 
not  agree  to  this.  Several  months  ago  the  Tuscan  Government  asked 
that  of  Sardinia  whether  Guerrazzi  would  be  allowed  to  remain  in 
Piedmont.  The  answer  was  in  the  affirmative.  After  the  condem¬ 
nation,  the  question  was  repeated,  with  the  same  answer.  The  Tus¬ 
can  Government  wished  to  preserve  the  appearance  of  generoeity,  and 
to  cast  the  odium  of  refusal  upon  that  of  Sardinia.  Finding  this 
vulgar  trick  fail,  it  resolved  to  banish  Guerrazzi  from  Italy.  Several 
distinguished  Neapolitans  have  bad  their  imprisonment  changed  into 
exile  without  trial.  Amongst  them  is  the  Marquis  Luigi  Drago- 
netti,  who  in  1848  was  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.  This  clever  writer 
and  accomplished  gentleman  has  been  kept  in  prison  for  four  years, 
and  is  now  sent  into  exile.  One  of  the  first  orators  of  the  Neapoli¬ 
tan  parliament,  Signor  Avossa,  who  was  exiled  at  the  same  time,  has 
taken  up  his  residence  at  Malta.  The  latest  accounts  of  poor  Carlo 
Poerio’s  health  ^re  very  sad.

UNITED  STATES. — The  America  has  brought  accounts  to  the 
20th  ult  The  New  York  Exhibition  was  opened  on  the  16th  ult.  by 
the  President,  and  the  whole  proceeding  went  off  satisfeetorily.

The  firing  from  the 
lower  decK  of  the  ship,  if  possible,  eclipsed  this ;  eight  shots  pierced 
the  target  at  800  yards  range,  two  of  them  through  the  bull’s-eye, 
and  so  accurate  was  the  aim  taken  that  the  second  shot  through  the 
bull’s-eye  went  clean  through  the  bole  made  by  the  first,  aud  the 
target  poles  were  also  shot  away. 

Militia  ahd  Coast  QuARO.-^ir  James  Graham  told  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Monday  that  when  the  great  question  with  respect  to 
the  militia  was  brought  forward,  he  was  one  of  those  not  san¬ 
guine  of  witnessing  the*  voluntary  enlistment  for  service  on  shore, 
to  the  extent  which  we  have  since  seen.  He  did  not  believe  that  at 
this  day  men  would  be  found  with  sufficient  military  ardour  to  join 
the  force;  but  so  satisfactory  has  the  result  been,  that.  Sir  James 
added,  the  ballot  is  virtually  in  abeyance,  the  voluntary  enrolment 
I  being  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  In  consequence  of  this  success  the 
First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  now  proposes  a  measure  for  a  volunteer 
coast  guard,  composed  of  seafaring  men  in  coast  employments.  They 
I  will  be  enrolled  as  a  reserve,  and  called  out  for  twenty-eight  davs  in 
the  year  for  training  with  great  guna  They  are  to  oe  allowed  the 
bounty  of  61.,  but  it  will  be  paid  distributively.  In  the  event  of  war 
the  men  will  be  liable  to  one  year’s  service ;  and  in  cases  of  necessity 
to  a  second  year’s  service ;  but  will  not  be  compelled  to  go  beyond 
a  hundred  leagues  from  the  shore.  Sir  James  calculates  that  by 
these  means  he  will  be  able  to  provide  a  force  of  18,000  or  20,000 
men,  trained  to  arms ;  a  result  which  is  in  itself  very  satisfactory. 

The  Public  Health.— In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  1,004 
deaths  were  registered— a  result  which,  though  not  unfavourable  as 
compared  with  the  usual  mortality  of  the  season  in  London,  again

Lorp  Ruthveb  died  on  the  27th  ult.  at  Freeland,  Ferthsbire,  in 
the  seventy-fifth  year  of  his  age.  His  lordship  was  a  descendant  of 
the  Lord  Ruthven  who  was  concerned  in  the  murder  of  David  Rizxio 
in  1666,  and  whose  son  was  created  Earl  of  Qowrie,  but  both  digni- 
ties  ceased  when  the  famous  conspiracy  against  the  life  of  James  the 
Sixth  of  Scotland  (First  of  England)  took  place  in  1600.
